School Board Record 
Will Come To An End 


William A. Doherty, believed 
to hold the record for having ser- 
ved a school committee in this state 
for the longest consecutive number 
of terms, has announced he will 
retire at the end of his. current 
term in March. 


Mr. Doherty. has.served for |

39 years, has att ~¢lose to 
900 meetings, missing only one 
over that span due to illness. 

Elected initially in 1931 on 
a platform of open meetings, 
Boherty succeeded and reported 
meetings regularly for the Law- 
rence Eagle-Tribune and after 17 
years gained a complete open door 
policy to all school board meet- 
ings. 

During his tenure he has never 
voted for an executive session. 

Since his election he has served 
with more than 40 different mem- 
bers of the committee and served 
with four superintendents of 
schools. 

He has been particularly active 
in the areaof buildings and grounds 
during his years on the board. 
' He worked with and for the 
famed Andover High school all- 
girl band for 28 years. 

A graduate of Punchard High 
school, he has served as the pre- 
sident of the Alumni Association 
and on its executive committee. 

When first elected, he was a 
newspaper reporter for the Law- 
rence Eagle-Tribune. He later 
founded the Doherty Insurance 
Agency. 

Ke has been joined in that busi- 
ness by his three brothers, James 
D., Joseph B., and John P. S., in 
a business which has expanded 
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William A. Doherty 


to offices in North Andover and 
Lawrence. 

As Mr, Doherty steps down, it 
would appear that a void will be 
left not only on the Andover school 
committee, but on school boards 
throughout the state, for it would 
be difficult to find a record of 
service to the community attained 
by the retiring committeeman. 

In his statement, in which he 
announces his intentions not to 
seek re-election, Mr. Doherty 
said: 

**To the citizens of Andover: 

‘*For the past thirty-nine years, 
it has been my great joy and 
pleasure to have served the Town 
as a member of the School Com- 
mittee. I have served with more 
than forty of our finest citizens. 
Many times we disagreed, but I 
always felt that we held respect 
for the other’s points of view. 
I served with four superintendents 
and always tried to support the

Silenced 


The familiar, dull, abrupt 
‘*honk’’ which has signalled fires 
in town for years will one day 
soon, be a thing of the past. 

With the opening of the new 
public safety center on North Main 
street, the fire horn will no longer 
sound, 

Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton ex- 
plains that the present fire alarm 
system, an antiquated piece of 
machinery, will be replaced by 
a sophisticated, speedier report- 
ing system from the street fire 
alarm boxes. 

A console, consisting of the re- 
porting tape from a box, radio 
and telephone equipment all will 
be in front of the dispatcher at 
the desk at Central station. 

«The. timing of .an alarm will 
be reduced from the present 
second and one-half signal between 
the punched tape, to one-half sec- 
ond. 

As for eliminating the whistle, 
Chief Hilton explains that ‘‘it never 
put out a fire.’’ He noted that 
it did alert fire chasers. 

The new equipment is much more 
elaborate, he points out and ul- 
timately accomplishes the aim of 
public safety -- speedier report- 
ing, thus quicker response to emer- 
gency.

For some time 
the regulations have been grad- 
ually incorporated into the library 
service, and as of Jan. 2, 1970 
they have become effective. The 
Trustees and the staff have confi- 
dence that the new rules will help 
each borrower receive better ser- 
vice from the library and they 
express appreciation for coopera- 
tion. The regulation is printed 
first in capitals, followed by an 
explanation. 

1. PATRONS REQUIRED TO 
PRESENT LIBRARY CARD. As 
in the past, each patron must have 
his card with him to take out 
material. In case he does not 
have it, payment of .25¢ will en- 
title him to take out a maximum 
of three items. 

2. THREE WEEK LOAN PERIOD 


WITH NO RENEWALS, There will

be no renewals on any materials; 
books, periodice's, pamphlets or 
records. Hoy ‘ver, if there are 
no reserves, a book may be trans- 
ferred once to another card in the 
same family. In every other in- 
stance, the material must remain 
available in the library for 24 
hours before being checked out a 
second time by the same person. 

3. LIMIT OF THREE NEW 
ADULT FICTION AND THREE 
BOOKS ON ANY ONE SUBJECT. 
In order to have the most requested 
material shared more fairly, the 
new adult fiction borrowed by one 
person is restricted to three books, 
and non-fiction on any one sub- 
ject is limited to three books. 
There is no limit on general in- 
terest reading. 

4, RESERVE CARDS MUST RE 
PAID FOR AT THE TIME THE 
POSTAL CARD IS FILLED OUT; 
RESERVES WILL BE ACCEPTED 
ONLY ON BOOKS LISTED IN THE 
CATALOG OR ALREADY ON OR- 
DER, This regulation means that 
books and records cannot be re- 
served on the telephone, and that 
a reserve card can be made out 
only when the library has the 
material requested, or has placed 
an order for it. ‘‘Book suggestion’’ 
slips will continue to be avail- 
able ard recommended books and 
records will continue to be given 
consideration, but a suggested title 
will not automatically be reserved, 
if purchased, for the person making 
the suggestion.

At South 


The first day of school this week 
found South School’s new principal 
at his desk, ahappy situation which 
was better than the school com- 
mittee had promised, or many of 
the staff and parents of the school 
had expected.

benefits of the Main street site, 
noting its accessibility to the down- 
town shopping area.

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Editorial Comment 


A Warning 


Events of the past week which took place in Boston, 
should alert local officials to be on guard as we approach 


the town. 

Boston was hit with a sudden cutback in federal funds 
for its urban renewal projects, and NASA announced it was 
closing down its major facility in Cambridge. 

This may seem to have little significance to Andover, 
but indeed it does. 

Both are federally funded projects which were affected 
by major financial cutbacks ordered by the administration 
in economy drives. 

What does the Boston experience mean to Andover? 

Well, for one, the town is planning and working toward 
a sorely needed water treatment plant in order to augment 
its water supply. 

Federal funds have already been given the town for 
planning, and application is being made for federal funds 
to assist in the construction of the plant by 1972. 

The project is a necessity. 

Without federal assistance, Andover would be saddled 
with a phenomenal expenditure in order to meet the water 
needs of the community. 

Another major project, to which the town is committed, 
is the regional pollution abatement district. It is already 
known there is insufficiency of federal funds for this proj- 
ect. Any cutback on this project which is mandatory, ac- 
cording to federal and state authorities, would also 
financially cripple the community. 

There are school projects, for which federal funds are 
sought. 

No doubt there will be other areas in which the town 
will be seeking federal financial help. 

We trust local officials are keeping abreast of activity 
in Washington to insure that Andover’s requests maintain 
a high priority. 

Rising taxes, and increasing needs should prompt local 
officials to be in constant touch with our local representa- 
tion in the Nation’s Capitol, to watch out for Andover’s 
interests. 

We can ill afford to become victim of any major cut- 
backs as we peer into the future growth and needs of the 
town. 


Bright Spot 


Something refreshing seems to be happening on the way 
to the polls this year. . 

There are several candidates so far indicating a willing- 
ness to seek public office, something which has not hap- 
pened in Andover in recent years. 

Apathy has always undermined local government, .and, 
in recent years, that very word almost underscored every 
annual municipal election. 

While there are many potential candidates now circulat- 
ing nomination papers in town, it will not be known until 
later this month, just how many actually will be running 
for office. ‘ 

A sudden interest in municipal affairs is good. 

It will bring forth issues. 

No doubt it will spur on a good voter turnout on election 
day. 

As the election approaches, .and the candidates make 
their appeals to the voters for support, the citizens of the 
community should most assuredly become aware of their 
civic duty. 

In the process, the voters and taxpayers may become 
well aware of the town meeting issues which will follow 
the election, and perhaps prompt good attendance there. 

This sudden burst of interest is commendable and we 
praise the candidates for expressing their desire to be of 
public service. 

Andover can only become a better community for all of 
this.

The decision of Town Manager J. Maynard Austin to halt 
the practice of picking up discarded Christmas trees this 
year may prove to be unpopular, but, in the long run, could 
prove economical. 

In years past, members of the department of public works

Much of the town’s heavy equipment was used in accom- 
plishing the task of tree pickup, which in some years took 
the early 1970’s with a knowledge of major projects facing as long as three weeks. 
This took men and equipment off more important projects.

On the progressive side of the 
Cambridge NASA closing is the 
following. 

I) Cambridge, as is the case 
with other cities, needs open 
space. Its a prime requirement 
for the control of pollution as 
well as for improving traffic and 
living conditions. Hence the Fed- 
eral government should be re- 
quired, by Congress, to remove 
all the new buildings in the area. 
Then return it to its native, open, 
green condition of some 250 years 
ago. Leaving and selling to the 
highest bidder would be as dis- 
grateful as private interests who, 
in the past, have pulled stakes and 
left an area after having milked it. 
Surely Congress does not want the 
Rederal government to follow such 
an example. 

2) The center is said to have 
nearly 1,000 people, each highly 
skilled, on its payroll. Most agree 
that there is a shortage of such 
skills in industry which is con- 
cerned with problems here on 
Earth. Their availability for such 
useful things as development of 
improved housing and adequate 
housing, here and now, by private 
concerns is a Zain for all.. 

3) It is unwise to assume that 
Cambridge needs more industry. 
It creates housing, and traffic 
and schooling problems that more 
than offset increased tax income. 
The moreso considering all the 
exemptions that industry contrives 
to gain for itself. 

Because the Constitution 
designed a government that would 
operate in an atmosphere of end- 
less politics rather than waste 
time and resources trying to elim- 
inate politics, it is incorrect to 
assume that the action of closing, 
just as was the action of open- 
ing, is not related to politics. 


But as has been pointed out, Cam- - 


bridge has much to gain, and 
national problems have too, by 
closing even tho we fail to under- 
stand the advantages at the 
moment. Prehaps Nixon was think- 
ing of that too. 

Certainly Congress can take ad- 
vantage of the new opportunities 
afforded to improve living and 
traveling conditions in Cambridge 
by directing the Federa] govern- 
ment to increase Cambridge’s pro- 
portion of vital open space. Now!

ability to communicate, in Sei- 
fert’s lexicon. This means to 
communicate thought, meaning, 
ideas, from one mind to another, 
or to others, without the message 
being distorted by either the 
speaker/writer or the listener/ 
reader. 

It doesn’t surprise us to learn 
that literacy includes speaking as 
well as reading and writing. But 
is listening part of literacy? 

Seifert puts listening first of 
all in the skills of literacy -- a 
first grader listening to another 
first grader, or a teacher to a 
student or vice versa, then being 
able to tell accurately what the 
other person communicated to him. 
The superintendent says it’s alost 
art. 

There’s food for thought here. 
Perhaps many of us are readier 
to talk without thinking, than we 
are to really listen and afterwards 
subject what we’ve heard to the 
rigors of real thought. 

Both a knowledge anda 
communications explosion are now 
releasing a tremendous amount of 
information and ideas. But is 
everyone too busy trying to be the 
next one to speak, and be an in- 
stant authority on everything, to 
be a able to practice listening?

Except if we can listen well, 
how can the bad ideas be separa- 
ted out and deposited on the in- 
tellectual heap where they belong? 
How can the good ideas be analyzed, 
ordered, implemented, if the art 
of listening is lost? 

The superintendent points out 
the need for understanding, as 
well as technical skill, on the 
part of the communicator too. 
And he’d like to teach it, just as 
he wants to teach the art of lis- 
tening. To communicate an idea 
to another person’s mind, not only 
the speaking, writing (or artistic) 
skills are needed, he says, but an 
understanding of that other person, 
a feeling for the receptive mood, 
for the empathy necessary to un- 
derstanding. 

“lirror Environment 

This leads to the superinten- 
dent’s other top priority item: 
the achievement of the greatest 
possible self awareness for each 
student. This is a real umbrella 
of a word, uncomfortably encom- 
passing at first. I want to poke 
it to see if its a soft balloon of 
a term, or contains the strength 
of a specific meaning. 

Seifert states flatly that he hopes 
to establish a specific program 
geared to individual student self 
awareness, by placing a student 
in various experiences to help 
him decide how he relates to him- 
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self and others. I’m still seeing 
through a glass darkly until Sei- 
fert clarifies by saying: ‘‘Let’s 
provide an environment that will 
act as a mirror to the student, 
to help him see himself accurate- 
ly, understand himself.’’ Part of 
this mirroring environment will 
be learning situations better, part 
of it is educators themselves, and 
their assessments, included in the 
new budget is a tool that can help 
students toward self-awareness -- 
a teletrainer, which can be used 
to video tape various group situa- 
tions, then play them back inorder 
that each student can observe how 
he functions in the group, and re- 
lates to others. . 
Seifert feels that self-awareness 
is a giant step toward understand- 
ing other people. If we junp back 
a few paragraphs, it becomegplain 
that Seifert’s concept of literacy 
(listening, speaking, reading, writ- 
ing, communicating between 
people) is closely intertwined with 
his concept of each student’s 
awareness of how he relates to 
himself and to others. 
Positive Feedback 
Seifert feels there must be con- 
stant evaluation of the student’s 
abilities. He calls this a positive 
feedback on their abilities as 
viewed by the educators in the 
Andover school system.’’ The 
word ‘‘positive’? does not mean 
it should all be compliments. 
‘Positive’? seems rather to re- .« 
veal Seifert’s belief that educa- 
tors’ objective assessments of a 
student’s abilities in all areas, 
of how he is functioning inthe edu- 
cational environment, is a bene- 
fit which the schools owe to the 
student. This is tied in with some 


of the superintendent’ s other 
priorities, 
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standards for all students, on help- 
ing junior high students develop 
alternatives for adult careers, and 
others. Seifert is equally insis- 
tent on the positive benefits of a 
feedback from the students on how 
their education is affecting them. 

So there, just to start the new 
decade off, are the top priorities 
the Andover school superintendent 
sees for the next half-decade in 
Andover education. Literacy and 
self awareness as goals for An- 
dover, children. For the whole 
community - it looks like some 
literate communication is in order, 
so that Andover can set its. educa- 
tional priorities in order. 

By the next town meeting, some 
financial priorities will have to be 
acted on!

Previews Of Kindergarten 


Planned For Pre-Schoolers 


The Andover School System will 
offer all of next year’s Kinder- 
garten students several hour-long 
sessions of play in kindergarten 
rooms during this winter and 
spring. 

Assistant Supt. Vaughn I. Clapp, 
who revealed the plan to the 
TOWNSMAN this week, said that 
Andover educators regard this 
early exposure to school as an 
important preparation for each 
child’s entry into the public edu- 
cational system. 

Clapp said he hoped that parents 
of all of next year’s kindergarten 
classes will take advantage of this 
offer. They only need contact 
their child’s school to be included 
and to receive the necessary infor- 
mation. The School Department 
hopes to begin the sessions some- 
time in February. 

The School Department plans 
to staff the carefully supervised 
small group play sessions with 
parent volunteers as well as pro- 
fessional staff, and Clapp hopes 
that many mothers will volunteer 
their services, when they contact 
their local schools to register for 
the sessions. 

There are obvious advantages 
for the pre-kindergarten and 
others not so obvious at first. The 
five year old who has_ already 
familiarized himself with school 
surroundings, the blocks andother 
kindergarten play articles in small 
group play situations will not find 
the school environment a totally 
strange one next fall. 

The early exposure also gives 
the school’s staff a chance to 
observe the children, sometimes to 
advise parents of things they can 
do to help their child be more 
ready for his first school. 

Clapp said his previgus exper- 
ience with such a plan in another 
school system has convinced him 
that the early exposure to school 
helps the schools to better and 
more quickly meet the needs of 
individual children when kinder- 
garten begins next fall. 


Every mother who volunteers to 
help supervise the sessions will 
have some training beforehand 
under the direction of the child 
psychologist and child psychiatrist 
whose part-time services the sys- 
tem retains, 

Volunteer mothers will have the 
advantage of an'opportunity to be- 
come more familiar with school 
environment their child will enter, 
and some of the school’s profes- 
sional staff. 

Clapp emphasized that parents 
must contact their own school, by 
phone or in writing, to register for 
the pre-kindergarten play ses- 
sions.
